was presented today in United 
States District Court. 

The trial was in its seventh 
day. Finnegan, once an influen- 
tial Democratic politician, is 
charged with accepting two bribes 
_ Of $250 each to influence his de- 
cisions as collector and with re- 
ceiving pay for services in claims 
and other proceedings in which 
the Government was an _ inter- 
ested party. 

One count in the indictment 
charges Finnegan received the 
bribes from Karol Kell Garments, 
Inc., now defunct dress firm, in 
return for giving the company 
more time to pay off $36,000 in 
delinquent social security and 
withholding taxes. 

Called Payments on Debt. 

Sam Abramovitz, real estate 
dealer, testified that the $250 
checks from Karol Kell to Finne- 
gan actually represented payments 
on a debt Abramovitz owed to 
Finnegan. 

Abramovitz testified that Joseph 
Goldberg, president of Karol Kell, 
owed him $50,000 to $60,000 and 
agreed to repay him at the rate 
of $250 a week. At the same time, 
Abramovitz said, he owed money 
to Finnegan for legal services. 

“Early in 1948,” he related, “I 
asked Finnegan when he was go- 
ing to send me a bill. He would 
never give me a definite answer. 

“I said I would call up Gold- 
berg and tell him to send Finne- 
gan some money. I called Gold- 
berg and told him, ‘If Jim comes

JURORS KEEP SEATS 
TO VOTE TO SPARE

OKLAHOMA CITY, March 11 
(AP)—An expectant mother threw 
Oklahoma County District Court 
into a dither yesterday. And 
since woman jurors are new in 
this state, two judges found it 
difficult to cope with the prob- 
lem. 

Judge Glen O. Morris offered 
to excuse the woman when she 
announced she would have a baby 
in May. But she wanted to be a 
juror. 

Another Judge W. A. Carlile, 
tried the first case, and to his dis- 
may the opposing attorneys had 
no objection to the woman juror.

| After Finnegan received the 
letter, he told Abramovitz he 
had received several checks from 
Goldberg—four checks for $250 
each in 1948 and one early in 
1949, Abramovitz said.

At that meeting, Abram- 
ovitz related, Finnegan told Gold- 
berg he would have to pay $15,- 
000 on his debt to the Govern- 
ment “or Finnegan would take 
over the place—close it up.” 

$10,008 Loan Suggested. 

Meyer Goldenberg, another real 
estate dealer, also distantly re- 
lated to Goldberg, suggested that 
he and Abramovitz lend $10,000 
to Goldberg at the meeting, 
Abramovity said. This was. accept- 
ed, he testified, although the Gov- 
ernment actually received only 
$7200 of the money, with the re- 
mainder going to pay wages of 
Karol Kell’s 75 to 100 employes.

LEON KEYSERLING 
AGREES TAXES ARE

WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
—Leon Keyserling, chairman of 
the President’s Council of Eco-

Vassallo. was shot to death. early 
Sunday at a Hayti (Mo.) tourist 
court shortly. after he-had regis- 
tered there with an attractive 
young woman. : Ses 
Mrs. Bell, Vassallo’s companion, 
surrendered to St. Louis police. 
today at Kingshighway and Del- 


mar boulevard ,with the state- 
ment she heard she was wanted 
as a witness at Hayti. She de- 
clined to make a statement here. 
Hayti authorities said they would 
send for her. - ; 

Giving her age as 26 and an 
address in the 5000 block of Lotus 
avenue, Mrs. Bell said she was 
a beautician. Before her arrest, 
Hayti authorities had been unable 
to Jocate her. They said she was 
an entertainer in an. East Side 
night club. 

Harvill, who-lives at 4642 Del- 
mar boulevard, and Saunders, a 
former cab driver living in the 
1500 block of Wellston place, 
Wellston, were arrested early to- 
day by St. Louis police. 

Taken to Hayti. 

They were immediately turned 
over to Pemiscot county authori- 
ties and taken to Hayti, 200 miles 
south of St. Louis in Missouri’s 
bootheel. 

After Vassallo had been dropped 
with 10 to 12 bullets, his woman 
companion was dragged into an 
automobile by two men who sped 
away in a convertible. 

Aute Recovered. 

Police here recovered today an 
automobile that answered the de- 
scription of the get-away car. 
They said it had been in Harvill’s 
possession. @ 

Harvill has been sought in con- 
nection with the killing since po- 
lice learned “bad blood” existed 
between him and Vassallo over 
the woman.. Saunders was re- 
ported to be a friend of the wom- 
an’s sister and also of Harvill.

Almost immediately after Dep- 
uty Fédreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko handed the plan to Big 
Three diplomats in Moscow it 
was made public in early morn- 
ing Soviet broadcasts and the 
morning editions of Pravda and 
other papers. - 

No U. S. Comment. 

(In Washington the’ State De- 
partment took under “careful 
consideration” Moscow’s new pro- 
posal, which was received during 
the night. The State Depart- 
ment itself and responsible of- 
ficials withheld any other com- 
ment.) 

Western observers in Moscow 
predicted the plan would be 
turned down by the western Big 
Three. , 

The Russians said they wanted 
Big Four talks on German uni- 
fication and on the treaty to be- 
gin “without delay” and asked 
for -western answers to their 
notes “in the shortest possible 
time.” % 

A final peace with Germany 
was pictured in the . identical 
Soviet notes to the western Big 
Three as the key to a “once and 
for all” .easement of East-West 
tensions. 

“The signing of a peace treaty. 
with Germany will be conductive 
to the improving of the inter- 
national state of affairs as a 
whole, thus being conductive to 
the establishing of a stable 
peace,” the Soviet communica- 
tion said. 

German Unity Put First. 

Russia put the unity of Ger- 
many ahead of a peace treaty 
draft, saying the treaty must be 
worked out with the participation 
of a general German government. 

After the Big Four and Ger- 
many agreed on a draft, it would 
be presented to an “international 
conference where all the inter- 
ested states would be repre- 
sented.” 

The Soviet list of principles for 
a German peace seemed identical 
with previous Russian proposals 
on the subject. 

They ‘called for putting the 
German borders on the lines set 
by the Big Four in the 1945 Pots- 
dam conference. 

(This gave a big slice of pre- 
war east German territory to Po- 
land: but the West has declared 
the decision was temporary, sub- 
ject to revision in a peace treaty.) 

German Military Forces. 

The Russians also proposed 
Germany have land, naval and air 
forces “essential for the defense 
of the country” and be allowed 
war industries only big enough to 
equip these permitted forces. 

Occupation forces would be 
withdrawn within a year after the 
peace treaty became effective. 

The treaty also would “insure 
the removal of the possibility of 
a revival of German militarism” 
but would give former army of- 
ficers and former Nazis—‘“exclud- 
ing those who are serving sen- 
tences passed by courts for com- 
mitting erimes’—the same civil 
and political rights given other 
Germans. 

But the peace treaty, said the 
Russians, must contain a German 
pledge “not to enter into any 
coalitions or military alliances 
whatsoever direciea against any 
power which had taken part with 
its armed forces in the war 
against Germany.” | 

The proposed treaty principles 
promised peaceful economic de- 
velopment and political and civil 
rights.

United 
States losses, if any, are reported 
only weekly. 

F-80 Shooting Stars attacked 
the western euPey depot, camou- 
flaged so it “looked like an inno- 
cent farming village.” Pilots said 
they could see it was-a fake. 
‘Then they let loose. 

They paured 33,300 gallons of 
searing napalm on the area, 
blasted it with 150 tons of explo- 
sives, and raked it with 45,000 
machinegun bullets. 

They attacked through a cur- 
tain of. antiaircraft fire. The 
Shooting Stars unloaded their 
bombs, roared back to. base and 
came back with new loads: 

Pilots said they demolished at 
least 32 Red antiaircraft positions 
but lost count of the number. of 
installations and Red troops de- 
stroyed. 

Close Call for U.S. Pilots; . 

The United States Fifth Air 
Force said they still were attack- 
ing the flaming area at nightfall. 
The entire Eighth Fighter-Bomber 
Wing aided in the record strike. 
Lt. Col. Levi R. Chase of Court- 
land, N.Y., Said every officer and 
man in the outfit was loading or 
flying. ; 

Majors and colonels were on 
the air strip helping load the jets 
with napalm, bombs and bullets, 
and refueling them for renewed 
attacks. 

“There isn’t much of anythin 
left of that place,” one pilot sed 

When the jets first flew over 
the base, they saw “stacks of 
boxes covered with straw roofs,” 
said Capt. Van J. Kreft, Altadena, 
Calif. “They had no sides and 
the supplies were plainly visible 
as we went in.”

MANCHESTER, N.H., March 11 
—-In this little granite state of 
New England; where Daniel Web- 
ster observed a long time ago 
that “there is nothing so power- 
ful as truth,” the nation’s. first 
presidential primary of 1952 is 
being held today. 

Various versions of the true 
political gospel have been given 
in behalf of various White House 
eligibles named Eisenhower, Taft, 
Truman, Kefauver, Stassen, Mac- 
Arthur. Now it is up to the New 
Hampshire citizenry to decide 
which brand of truth carries the 
most conviction. 

The verdict of one state is, of 
course, not binding on the whole 
nation. Other states will hold 
primaries of their own before the 
Democratic and Republican con- 
ventions are held next July in 
Chicago, and the ultimate court of 
appeal will be the general elec- 
tion in November. 

Should Have Some Effect. 

Even though New Hampshire 
lacks the population of New York 
or Pennsylvania, Illinois or Cali- 
fornia, the eyes of the nation are 
on it today. It cannot be said 
that as New Hampshire goes, so 
goes the nation, but the showing 
made up here, from the White 
mountains to the sea, should have 
some effect on the future fortunes

A new excess profits tax of 30 
per cent was ordered, retroactive 
to Jan. 1. The tax on gasoline 
went from 27 to 35 cents a gallon. 


Food subsidies were slashed with 
the result that bread will go up 
1% cents a loaf, meat nearly 5 
cents a pound and milk 1 cent a 
quart. | 
The bank rate for loans was 
t|increased from 242 per cent to 
1|4 per cent in an effort to make 
money dearer and thwart infla- 
tion. . 

Last November the Conserva- 
tive government increased the 
bank rate from 2 per cent to 24% 
per cent. The effect is to make 
money harder to obtain for con- 
struction and other efforts that 
do not fall within the govern- 
ment’s. planning. 

Winston Churchill’s Chancellor

Casey Group Profits on Deals. 

In weeks of hearings, the Sen-

Point at Issue.

7 NATIONS JOIN U.S. 
‘IN CURBING TRAVEL 
OF SOVIET ENVOYS 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
-—A number of western nations 
have joined the United States in 
putting restrictions on travel by 
Russians within their boundaries 
because the Russians long ago re- 
stricted travel by western nation- 
als in Russia.

Officials here said Iceland 
and Portugal had no Soviet offi- 
cial representatives in their coun- 
tries. * . 

Yesterday the United States 
told the Russians most of them ih 
this country can’t travel 25 miles 
heyond Washington or New York 
without notifying the State De- 
partment 48 hours in advance.

in the State Senate today when a 
crippling amendment was de- 
feated by a vote of 13 to 10. 

The amendment, added to the 
House-approved measure by the 
Senate Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, would have required any or- 
dinance passed by the board of 
aldermen imposing an earnings 
tax to be submitted to the voters 
of St. Louis for approval in the 
general election in November. 

Most St. Louis Senators de- 
nounced the amendment as hav- 
ing been designed to delay seri- 
ously passage of the bill or to kill 
the tax proposal. Five of the 
city’s seven Senators opposed the 
amendment. 

Senator Anthony M. Webbe of 
St. Louis vigorously supported it, 
and the other city’s senator, Ed- 
ward J. Hogan, was absent. 

Debate to Go On. 

Debate on the measure was to 
be continued later today. Final 
Senate passage of the bill, de- 
signed to raise $7,000,000 to $8,- 
000,000 a year in additional 
revenue to offset the mounting 
municipal deficit, is still in doubt, 
however. 

A total of 18 affirmative votes 
is required for Senate approval. 
The vote on the first amendment 
indicated that the supporters of 
the city administration’s measure 
may be several votes short on the 
important final roll call. 

Just before the Senate took its 
luncheon recess, Senator Hart- 
well G. Crain of St. Louis county 
offered another amendment to the 
bill. Under Crain’s proposal, earn- 
ing taxes collected by St. Louis 
on the income of non-residents 
earned within the city would be 
returned to the county in which 
the non-residents live.

dom.” 

In words spoken in 1949 at the 
New York Herald Tribune Forum 
—words Sag have even greater 
weight in the national election 
year of 1952—Gen. Eisenhower 
aaid that citizens should ‘“‘use all 
the detailed political machinery, 
including the two-party system, 
intended to give each of us a 
voice in his own Government.” 
He added this warning: 

“Threat of Indifference.” 


“Our American heritage . is 
threatened as much by our own 
indifference as it is by the most 
unscrupulous office-seeker or by 
the most powerful foreign threat. 
The future of this republic is in 
the hands of the American voter. 

“And we would further advise 
ourselves: 

“Stop shrugging off politics as 
only the politicians’ business; stop 
banking on American luck to get 
us good government and good 
policy—some time it will run out. 


“Stop using the alibi, ‘one vote 
doesn’t count.’ It won't, only if 
not used! And our neighbor's 
won't, unless we make him use it. 


“Dishonest political promises to 
selfish groups—not rebuffed at 
the ballot box—can mdke a night- 
mare of the American dream.

“Fairness to the country and 
the individual’s chances of sur- 
vival in war demand that each 
able-bodied citizen receive in time 
of peace a thorough grounding in 
technique, discipline and under- 
standing of the citizen’s obliga- 
tions in time of emergency.” 

He bluntly asked organized la- 
bor, in his 1946 speech to the CIO 
at Atlantic City, “to look at the 
veterans in your own ranks to see 
whether you cah find any evi- 
dence” of “regimentation of the 
mind” throught military service. 

Gen. Eisenhower has often ex- 
pressed concern about the failure 
of Americans to think enough 
about preparedness and military 
security once a war is over.

Cuba has seen much violence 
since the days the little nation 
ousted dictator President Gerardo 
Machado in 1933, in a “sergeant’s 
revolt” led by Fulgencio Batista, 
then a sergeant and a stenogra- 
pher to the general staff. Ba- 
tista today is back in power once 
more, following his seizure of the 
government of President Carlos 
Prio Socarras yesterday. 

In the stormy days after Ma- 
chado’s downfall presidents some- 
times lasted onty a day. ‘There 
were political rancors and kill- 
ings. In recent years there has 
been a new course of shootings, 
usually attributed to members of 
various gangs, called action 
groups in Cuba. 

For Cubans, weary of many 
years of such shootings, bombings, 
robberies, beatings, kidnaping, 
blackmail and even a few fires, 
the killing of Cossio del Pino was 
too much.

ULGENCIO BATISTA, once more at the helm of Cuba's Governe 
ment’ through revolution, studied nights for seven years to 


become a stenographer. That qualified him to become stenog- 
rapher to the Cuban general staff, and that gave him a first hand 


insight into how the army works. 


He led the revolution of Septém- 


ber 1933 that made him ruler of Cuba for 10 years—the last. four 


as President. 

Batista was Dorn of poor par- 
ents Jan. 16, 1901, near the small 
town of Banes in Santiago prov- 
ince, the easternmost in Cuba. 
He worked in the fields and later 
at various trades, including car- 
penter, barbering and tailoring. 

Goes to. Havana. 

He was 20 years old before he 

went to Havana, almost 1000 miles 


from his birthplace. He enlisted 
in the Cuban army in April 1921 
and by his diligent study attained 
the highest noncommissioned 
rank—staff sergeant. 

The depression had hit Cuba 
hard in the early 1930s and there 
was much political unrest. Batista 
was a member of the ABC, a se- 
cret revoluticnary party which 
aimed at the overthrow of Ge- 
rardo Machado, the dictator Pres- 
ident. 


Machado was booted out on 
Aug. 12, 1933. But the weak pro- 
visional government set up failed 
to rescue Cuba from chaos, and 
virtual anarchy prevailed. 


Batista and a selected group of 
noncommissioned officers stepped 
in 23 days after Machado’s fall. 
High officers of the army would 
not talk turkey with their ser- 
geants. They were under siege in 
the National Hotel, a favorite 
tourist spot. Sumner Welles was 
the United States ambassador and 
lived in the hotel. When Welles 
left, the officers were blasted 
from the hotel with rifle and 
cannon fire, 


Runs for President. 

Batista became a colonel and 
chief of staff. Later he became 
chief of the army. He held the 
post until 1939 when he retired 
with the rank of major general, 
Cuba’s highest post, to run for 
President. But he had managed 
the country from behind the 
scenes, controlling a series of men 
who held the President’s office. 

‘He was elected to a four-year 
term in 1940, In 1944 his candi- 
Ramon Grau San 


tista: left Cuba for exile in Flor- 


|ida. He was elected to the Senate 
in exile in 1948, and returned 
to Havana. 


He was President when tbe 
Japanese blasted Pearl Harbor. 
Two days later Cuba followed the 
United States in declaring war 
on Japan and Dec. 11 declared 
war on Germany and Italy, 


Cuba’s main crop is sugar and, 
Batista directed the men who sold 
the annual sugar output of more 
than 4,000,000 tons to make it 
available to the United States for 
war uses. 


Social Reforms, 


He claimed credit for much so- 
cial reform in Cuba. This in- 
cluded the building of more than 
400 schools and many rural hos- 
pitals, legisldtion setting mini- 
mym wages and increasing pay 
of more than 500,000 persons in 
private employ and more than 
34,000 civil service workers. 


His presidential campaign in 
1940 had the support of the Com- 
munist party—which in those days 
had a more popular appeal than 
now in Cuba. 


Batista maintained close ties 
with the United States, and visit- 
ed President Roosevelt in Wash- 
ington in 1942. Many of Batista’s 
social reform measures resembled 
those put into effect in the United 
States during Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s administration. : 


As a candidate for President 
in the elections that had been 
scheduled for June of this year 
Batista assailed what he said was 
graft and gangsterism in Cuba. 

“Since I left the presidency in 
1944 Cuba has had a very bad 
Government,” he said.

A Monumental Demand 

President Truman has instructed federal agen- 
cies not to give a House subcommittee a long 
list of cases referred to the Justice Department. 
Perhaps the President's blanket order is unrea- 
sonable, but in making its demand the House 
group almost seemed to be asking for the moon. 

What the Judiciary subcommittee wanted was 
2 complete list of all cases which any agency 
had referred to the Justice Department or the 
United States District Attorneys for prosecution 
in six years, and in which there had been no 
prosecuticn. It also wanted the reasons why 
there had been no prosecution. It wanted simi- 
lar information from other agencies. 

The department staff would have to go 
through these thousands of cases, pick out those 
referred to it by other agencies, pick out of 
these the cases which were not prosecuted, and 
then list all these cases with the reasons for 
lack of prosecution. 

That is an immense and perhaps impossible 
job under present circumstances. The President 
says the demand is so sweeping that it would 
cost millions to comply with it, and might inter- 
fere with the conduct of government. The Jus- 
tice Department estimated that perhaps 500,000 
cases might be involved. 

If it is true that a half million cases might be 
involved for six years, that would mean about 
89,000 cases for one year. And we wonder what 
the subcommittee would make of such a list if it 
had one. Does it have the facilities for close 
inspection of even 80,000 ‘cases to see if any 
inproprieties were involved? 

Surely the House investigators could make a 
more modest and reasonable demand. The 
Justice Department has offered to give them 
any specific cases which they want. If they 
could scale down their request to the limits of 
possible compliance, the Executive Branch 
would have no excuse for refusing to submit the 
necessary files. And then the inquiry into the 
Justice Department could go ahead as it should.

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What Was It All About? 


Was a four-day telephone walkout necessary 
to bring about agreement that the company and 
the union would hold joint meetings to encour- 
age a more harrkonious relationship?

The original issue apparently re- 
mains right where it was in the first place. 

Four linemen disagreed with their supervisor 
over his assignment of work on a rainy day. 
The contract provides a grievance procedure 
terminating on the ground that it did not cover 
cases involving the safety of employes. The 
union sought a memorandum agreement outside 
the contract to cover such disputes. 

The settlement proyides no such agreement. 
Instead it specifically recognizes the supérvisor’s 
right to assign “regular work,” and specifically 
decides that disputes shall be settled under the 
grievance procedure outlined in the contract. 
The question of whether the four linemen were 
entitled to pay was settled by the company pay- 
ing half and the union paying half.

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Fluorine, Good Investment — e 


After more than a year of delay, a bill for 
planning and purchase of a fluoridation system 
for the city’s water supply has been introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen. It would provide 
$40,000 from water department revenue. 

An appropriation of that size represents less 
than § cents annually for each resident of the 
city, certainly a modest sum for reducing the 
number of cavities in children’s teeth. The only 
question that might be raised is whether the

The 1901 Piatt 
Amendment to the Cuban Constitution actually 
permitted such intervention, but it was abro- 
gated in 1934. Now evén the State Department 
is said to have been surprised by the latest turn 
in Cuban internal affairs. That is a mark of 
how far the live-and-let live relations of Good 
Neighbors have progressed. 
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How Many Defense Press Officers? 

In its annual supply bills Congress ordered 
a 25 per cent cut in all governmental informa- 
tion staffs except in the Defense Department. 
The House investigators are now looking into 


the vast Pentagon. They say they have found 


395 press agents “so far.” 

For 1951 the armed services asked for 2941 
uniformed personnel for information work— 
a 31 per cent inerease. They also sought 884 
civilians. In additien, the Defense Department 
budgeted $13,000,000 for publicity, not includ- 
ing $3,600,000 for advertising recruiting drives. 

Obviously public information is essential 
work. Any government agency has a duty to 
keep the public informed about its business. 
But Congress has been concerned by the growth 
of the public relations bureaucracy; its effect 
on expenditures, and its potential use for propa- 
ganda as well as information purposes. 

In this quest the Pentagon is as proper a 
place for scrutiny as any of the marble halls 
of Washington.

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Macbeth for Roy Mackenzie 


Forty-odd years ago a young Shakespearean 
scholar with a bachelor’s degree from Dalhousie‘ 
University, up in Nova Scotia, and a Harvard 
doctorate arrived at Washington University and 
began teaching the plays of the greatest bard 
of them all. Just when, in those four decades, 
W. Roy Mackenzie became one of the best-loved, 
as well as most widely esteemed, professors on 
“the hill,” it would be hard to say, Certainly it 
was long before he was put in charge of the 
English department and that was back in 1918. 
A veritable host of students came to know the 
beauties of great literature through his rich, 
deep voice and it§ musical cadences. 

Now Dr. Mackenzie is emeritus and retiring 
and in tribute to him the students, who make 
up Thyrsus, campus dramatic society, played on 
Sunday afternoon, a special performance of 
Macbeth for him and Mrs. Mackenzie and their 
friends. Only those who saw the play can realize 
how ably Macbeth and the other characters read 
the great poetry which is allotted to them, how 
eerie were the three witches in their shadowy 
doings on the heath, and what remarkable re- 
sults were achieved with staging and lighting. 
It is hard to see how a salute could have given 
more pleasure to a teacher of Shakespeare. 

Macbeth was first played in 1606 in honor of

Magsaysay was.a Filipino con- 
gressman when he was installed 
in September, 1950, as Secretary 
of Defense by Presiednt Quirino, 
upon the insistence of American 
officials in Manila. 

He integrated most of the 4000- 
man constabulary into his 36,000- 
man army; cleaned up much of 
the corruption in both, and striick 
out against the Huks then num- 
hering an estimated 10,000 to 
12,000 men. 

He bounced around the islands 
himself in a C-47 plane to jack up 
the army and masterminded the 
Huk- hunting expeditions. 


and is reported distrustful of all 
comrades. 

Lacking leaders and deprived 
of the arms and ammunition they 
used to get from corrupt con- 
stabulary and army personnel, the 
Huks have deteriorated as a force. 
Seldom do they operate now in 
bands of more than 100 men.

United States officials say the 
elections last November, honest 
and well-policed by Magsaysay, 
breathed new hope into Filipino 
throughout the islands, hel 
the defense chief carry out his 
mission.

IN FACT, it is not often a windshield is not 
being wiped by the mechanical wiper or by the 
human wiper that is an accessory of every filling 
station. 

The windshield also is used by some men to 
hurl their loved ones against when they throw 
on the brakes suddenly. This is not advised. It is 
bad enough to have the vision obscured .by insects 
without having it obscured also by parts of mem- 
bers of the family. 

Windshield wiping is a service provided free 
by the filling station. This is hard on the Govern-

When things have gone wrong elsewhere 
and you feel like taking it out on someone, there is Waldo 
waiting for you. 

_ 7. Akin to this is the fact that the dog satisfies the very 
human longing or desire for power. 

8. A dog accustoms one to the idea of the normality of 
physical processes. 

9. By the time one has walked a dog for a few months, 
one is sure to have markedly increased the range of one’s 
acquaintances. : 

10; Similarly, a dog serves as an effective and continuing

You Won’t ‘Budge an Inch.’ 


EGARDLESS of ifs history, 
this phrase does indeed have 
the sound of slang, and if not 
by origin, nevertheless by virtue 
of usage it stands as popwlar 
American expression. 


However, to fail to append at 
once that its authorship is not 
American, and that it goes back 
centuries, would be as misleading 
as to attribute it to Dean Inge, 
London’s “dour dean,” as some- 
one did because the Dean once 
made the following statement: 
“There is no greater disloyalty to 
the great pioneers of human 
progress than to refuse to budge 
an inch from where they stood.” 


Three hundred years before 
Dean Inge, the Spanish dramatist, 
Cervantes, wrote in Spanish a 
sentence which Anthony Motteux, 
the translator who lived in the 
century after him, rendered into 
English in the words, “He would 
not budge an inch.” But the ex- 
pression seems to be that of a 
contemporary playwright, by 
name William Shakespeare, whose 


usage pre-dates even Cervantes'’s . 


original Spanish. The bard seems 
to have liked the phrase, for he 
used it in at least four of his 
plays, in “King Henry VI,” as in 
the more popular “As You Like 
It’: “I’ll not budge an inch.” The 
tragedies, “Romeo and Juliet” 
and “Hamlet” also include the 
expression in their dialogue.

Grunewald showed up the next 
week at Woodring’s office in the 
War Department with a copy of 
his report. He made it a weekly 
habit to drop into: Woodring’s 
office. Grunewald’s information 
proved valuable to Woodring. He 
would bring news from Capitol 
Hill that Woodring wanted to 
hear about. 

Woodring was ex-Governor of 
Kansas with top-level political 
connections of his own. Before 
long, Grunewald met Guy T. Hel- 
vering, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. Helvering was the 
Democratic boss of Kansas. He 
had steered Woodring into the 
Governorship, and he steered the 
es into Roosevelt's column in 


By 1936 when Woodring was 
elevated to Secretary of War, 
Grunewald had become a politi- 
cal handicapper of high talents. 
He picked Alfred Landon to get 
the G.O.P. Presidential nomina- 
tion. He picked Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to beat Landon. He 
bet hard on his hunch and won 
$25,000 or $30,000, which he re- 
ported on his income tax. 

Grunewald parlayed his friend- 
ship with Helvering into impor- 
tant contacts on Capitol Hill and 
in the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
It was through Helvering that 
Grunewald met Vice President 
Barkley when Barkley was a Sen- 
ator from Kentucky.

ARKLEY, who served in the 

House with Helvering, always 

found Grunewald pleasant and 
agreeable in their occasional 
meetings. Grunewald never asked 
Barkley for anything, except he 
once made an inquiry about a 
routine civil service promotion 
that Barkley didn’t know any- 
thing about. 

Barkley considered the acquant- 
ance with Grunewald a casual 
one. From somewhere “out of the 
blue” Barkley got the idea Grune- 
wald was a tip-off man for the 
Treasury on tax evaders. 

When this idea got to Grune- 
wald he said, “God forbid, I'd 
rather shoot myself. I’d rather cut 
off my right arm than be an 
informer, unless it were some- 
thing involving the security of 
the country and then I'd be the 
first to tell J. Edgar Hoover.” 

The impression formed in high 
places that Grunewald was a close 
friend of Hoover’s. On occasion 
he used the FBI director’s name 
as a reference. Hoover made no 
bones about knowing Grunewald, 
but let it be known that he fixed 
a oe limit to the acquaintance-

According to the FBI, Hoover 
was never on intimate terms with 
Grunewald, never associated with 
him socially, never .visited his 
home, and never had lunch or 
dinner with him. 

Grunewald had no trouble find- 
ing luncheon companions from 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 
Through Helvering, Grunewald 
met George J. Schoeneman. They 
were close friends while Schoene- 
man moved up through Bureau, 
went to the White House as Presi- 
dent Truman’s executive assistant,

and returned to the Bureau as 
Commissioner. 

Through Schoeneman, Grune- 
wald met Charles Oliphant, gen- 
eral counsel of the Bureau. 
Grunewald frequently had 
Schoeneman and Oliphant as 
guésts for lunch, and they visited 
his home in Florida. Grunewald 
also was reportedly close to Dan- 
jel A. Bolich, who resigned from 
a high bureau job last November 
and who lived in the Washington 
hotel — Grunewald had an 
office 

Through Marsh, Grunewald 
met such assorted political per- 
sonalities . as Senator Styles 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
now the G.O.P. Senate floor lead- 
er; Senator Claude Pepper (Dem.), 
Florida, .who now is in private 
law practice; Thomas G. (Tommy 
the Cork) Corcoran, ex-brain 
truster who also went into private 
law. 

In the same way, Grunewald 
met Samuel F. Pryor, vice presi- 
dent of Pan American Airlines. 
He did investigating work for 
Pryor. 

Grunewald was acquainted 
with the late O. Max Gardner, 
Governor of North Carolina and 
coiner of the phrase “New Deal. 
He knew ex-Senator Arthur Rob- 
inson (Rep.), Indiana, one of the 
first to call the New Deal “so- 
cialistic.” 

Grunewald shared an office 
suite with Robinson in the Mun- 
sey building. Robinson, then 
practicing law, found Grunewald 
a mysterious fellow who never 
let on what his business was, ex- 
cept for the work he did for 
Marsh. 

Grunewald’s agreement with 
Marsh left him free for outside 
activities. In 1938, these came 
under scrutiny of the Dies Com- 
mittee’s investigators. According 
to both Grunewald and ex-Con- 
gressman Martin Dies the in- 
quiry turned on Grunewald’s par- 
ticipation in a sale of Amerivan 
fighter planes to China, and noth- 
ing subversive was found. 

Grunewald told the investiga- 

tors the transaction was 100 per 
cent legitimate, and the export 
was cleared by the State Depart- 
ment. 
At the end, Grunewald re- 
ceived a letter from the Dies 
Committee giving him a clean 
bill of health. 

Dies said the inquiry also 
asked Secretary of War Wood- 
ring to explain a large payment 
he received from Grunewald. 
Dies said Woodring explained the 
payment as the return of a cash 
loan he had made to Grunewald. 
Dies said the basis for the plane 
inquiry was a_ suspicion—not 
borne out by the investigation— 
that planes were being routed to

velt. Grunewald said he got his 
clean-bill-of-health letter after 
serving notice he might do some 
investigating of his own. 
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N 1940, at the age of 48, Grune- 

wald learned, for the first time, 

that he was a native of South 
Africa and not of the United 
States. He got a letter from his 
father, in South Africa, telling 
Henry that he was born in Port 
Elizabeth, and not in New York 
City. Grunewald had been think- 
ing right along he was an Ameri- 
can citizen, and that was on his 
Navy record, He quickly registered 


His wife, Mrs. Christine Grune- 
wald, found that she had lost her 
own American citizenship, ac- 
quired by birth in Brooklyn, when 
she married Henry. She applied 
for repatriation in United States 
District Court in Washington. This 
was granted in January, 1941. 

Grunewald applied on Dec. 19, 
1941 for United States citizen- 
ship. It was granted in District 
Court Feb. 3, 1942. His sponsors 
for naturalization were William 
Power Maloney, then special as- 
sistant to the Attorney General, 
and William E. Leahy, director of 
Selective Service in the District 
of Columbia. 

His American citizenship 
brought Grunewald back into 
United States Government service. 
Twenty years after being fired as 
a prohibition agent, Grunewald 
was hired as a special investi- 
gator for the Alien Property Cus- 
todian. The Custodian then was 
Leo Crowley. Crowley says he 
can’t remember Grunewald, that 
his role was minor.

In a letter of Aug. 25, 1942, 
Crowley notified the Civil Service 
Commission that his office had 
investigated Grunewald. The let- 
ter asked, in the interest of the 
work to be done, that the Civil 
Service Commission refrain from 
making its own investigation. 
Grunewald was sworn into office 
Sept. 12, 1942. He performed 10 
days of service, including a trip 
to Omaha. He was paid $222.20 
salary and $51.20 expenses, and 
resigned Feb. 27, 1943. His mis- 
sion remains a secret. 

Grunewald’s patron and em- 
ployer for many years, Henry W. 
Marsh, died April 13, 1943, at his 
home in Florida. Word went 
around Washington he left Grune- 
wald “comfortably fixed for life.” 

To Grunewald, Marsh’s will 
granted a bequest of not to ex- 
ceed $50,000. He had paid Grune- 
wald an annual salary of $12,000 
at the start, later ranging up to 
$18,000. He gave Grunewald a 
number of additional cash gifts.

He said Pryor also had the idea 
his telephones might be tapped, 
and Grunewald checked and 
found they were clear. 

Grunewald said he made a sim- 
ilar check for Pryor in 1948, ex- 
plaining, “He was a fellow who 
always thought his wires were 
tapped or he was being followed.” 
For his first Pan American job, 

. Grunewald said he was paid 
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Grunewald figured that “Harry 
Woodring ought to know his own 
apple orchard,” and rode his 
hunch to win $20,000 with a bet 
on Truman. It was a handsome 
return for the $1600 Grunewald 
had contributed to the Democrats. 

To top it off he got a personal 
letter of thanks from the Presi- 
dent for his campaign contribu- 
tions—one of several hundred 
similar letters that were sent out. 

According to the White House, 
the letter said: 


“Dear Mr. Grunewald: 

“I have heard of the generous 
way in which you expressed con- 
fidence in my leadership and want 
you to know of my heartfelt ap- 
preciation. I am more grateful 
than I can say, 

“The Democratic party must go 
forward with progress and the 
support which you gave so whole- 
heartedly gives me strength and 
courage and renewed faith in the 
principles for which our party 
must always stand. 

“Very sincerely yours, 
(Signed) “HARRY TRUMAN.” 

In the next few months, Grune- 
wald took some major steps and 
suffered a major setback. 

He built a $100,000 luxury home 
in the Val Harbour section of 
Miami Beach. Visitors there in- 
cluded Schoeneman and Oliphant 
of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 

In Washington he joined with 
Woodring in a business deal with 
two New York brothers to barter 
American hides for Gérman con- 
crete. Woodring went to Europe 
on the project. The trading went 
slower than expected and Wood- 
ring pulled out with $2500 to show 
for the $3200 he spent. Grune- 
wald kept Woodring’s name on 
the door of the Washington hotel 
office suite for which the former 
Cabinet officer paid the rent for 
several months. 

Finally, Grunewald suffered a 
severe bout with a mysterious afl- 
ment that gave him something to 
talk about when he was haled to 
the Capitol as “mystery man” of 
the Senate wiretapping investiga-
